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ON THE MOVE 

Charity will be at no disadvantage if forced to move home 


A community transport 
charity has been told it will 
not be disadvantaged if it is 
turfed out of the North 
Kingston Centre next year. 

Richmond and Kingston 
Accessible Transport 
(RaKAT) could be moved to 
New Malden under a £1.5m 
Kingston Council plan, be¬ 
fore a new free secondary 
school opens at the Rich¬ 
mond Road site in 2015. 

The council has asked the 
Government’s Education 
Funding Agency to pay for 
the move.

Adult education services 
could be also broken up, 
moving to New Malden’s 
Beaconsfield Centre, the 
King Charles Centre in Sur¬ 
biton, and pupil referrals to 
the Duke Centre. 

Councillor David Ryder- 
Mills, lead member for 
schools and continuing edu¬ 
cation, said: “We have 
worked hard to find the best 
options for rehousing our 
services, accommodating 


them in buildings that we 
own to keep the cost down 
while ensuring continued 
provision in as conveniently 
located sites as possible.” 

RaKAT chief executive 
Nigel Newby said: “What we 
have been assured is that we 
will be moved at no disad¬ 
vantage to ourselves, which 
is a bit of a relief. We can 
only take that at face value.” 

But Conservative MP Zac 
Goldsmith said: “I absolute¬ 
ly support the use of the 
North Kingston Centre for 
the new school, because it is 


the best available option and 
the need is pressing. 

“But it’s wrong to remove 
all adult education from 
north Kingston as the coun¬ 
cil is set to do, and I will be 
working with councillors to 
see if at least some of them 
can remain in the area.” 

Conservative opposition 
Councillor David Cunning¬ 
ham said: “The residents of 
north Kingston will be de¬ 
prived of a much-needed fa¬ 
cility and will be worse off.” 

Under the council’s plans, 
north Kingston’s archives 


and local history service 
would also move to the Duke 
Centre. 

New Malden Councillor 
Lynne Finnerty said resi¬ 
dents near the Beaconsfield 
Centre had expressed con¬ 
cerns about increased park¬ 
ing pressure from the move. 

Orchard Hill, which pro¬ 
vides education for people 
with learning difficulties, 
began using the centre for 
the first time this term. 

Councillors will discuss 
the plans at the Guildhall 
tonight at 7.30pm.

Goodwill floods in 
for journalist June 


Messages of support for June 
Sampson - the features editor 
for our sister paper the Sur¬ 
rey Comet - have been flood¬ 
ing in. 

Mrs Sampson was hit by a 
car driven by a doctor outside 
Kingston Hospital on Tuesday 
evening last week at about 
7pm. 

The 80-year-old, whose mar¬ 
ried name is Tims, suffered 
pelvic injuries, broken bones 
in her legs, punctured ribs 
and a severe head injury with 
a bleed on the brain during 
the incident. 

Her husband Hilton Tims, 
an ex-Comet news editor and 
music critic, said of the mes¬ 
sages: “She is obviously a 
very popular lady. When 
she is capable she can see

them herself.” 

Her daughter Anna Tims, a 
Guardian journalist, said she 
had opened her eyes a tiny bit 
during an “encouraging” fam¬ 
ily visit to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal on Saturday, but was still 
not talking or responding. 

She said: “She’s not talking 
or visibly responding to us 
when we talk to her, but the 
nurses are adamant that she 
can hear us and we did fancy 
she tried a wave when Hilton 
said goodbye.” 

Police initially said her 
injuries were life-threatening, 
cordoning off the road and be¬ 
ginning an investigation into 
the collision. 


The doctor, who lives in 
Cambridge, but has a flat in 
Kingston, has been ques¬ 
tioned but not arrested. 

Police believed she was near 
or on the zebra crossing in 
Galsworthy Road, although 
neighbour and friend Robert 
Belton, who saw the after- 
math, said paramedics treated 
her about 50 yards away from 
the crossing, suggesting she 
was either not using the 
crossing or was carried some 
distance. 

Another resident claimed 
the crossing was poorly lit.

‘Constituency deserves MP with a backbone’ 


An energy consultant has 
been selected as Kingston 
Labour Party’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for the 2015 
general election aiming to 
topple Energy Minister Ed¬ 
ward Davey. 

Lee Godfrey, 44, from 
Weybridge, admitted he 
had voted Liberal Demo¬ 
crat tactically before but 
said the constituency 
“deserved an MP with a 
backbone”. 

Mr Godfrey said: “As a 
person who has previously 
voted for the Liberal 
Democrats, I feel betrayed 
by them and I know other 
residents in Kingston feel 
the same. 

“I’m making an appeal to 
Liberal Democrat voters 
and social democrats to 
switch to Labour. 

“I wouldn’t be standing if 
I didn’t think we could 
win. 

“There are a large num¬ 
ber of Labour voters 
in Kingston who have 


previously voted Liberal 
Democrat for tactical rea¬ 
sons and I know many of 
them feel they have been 
failed.” 

Mr Godfrey, who has 
worked in the energy sec¬ 
tor for 17 years, said: “I 
think Ed Davey’s responses 
to the energy bill 
crisis of wear 
ing a jumper 
or switching 
providers 
shows he 

doesn’t un¬ 
derstand the 
energy mar¬ 
ket, and I 
think that 

makes 
him 


weak against the Big Six. 

“I’m looking forward to 
the challenge.” 

Mr Godfrey fought for 
Chertsey in this year’s Sur¬ 
rey County Council elec¬ 
tions, finishing third 
behind UKIP and the tri¬ 
umphant Conservatives, 
polling 27 per cent of 
the vote. 

In 2012, he spoke at 
the Labour Party 
conference, talk¬ 
ing about food 
banks and repre¬ 
senting the Run- 
nymede and 

Weybridge wing of 
the party. 



According to the party’s 
biography, he grew up in 
Hertfordshire and attended 
comprehensive Parmiter’s 
School in Garston, near 
Watford. 

He also served in the 
Royal Navy upon leaving 
school, before studying op¬ 
erational research at Lan¬ 
caster University. 

Mr Godfrey has his 
work cut out if he is to top¬ 
ple Mr Davey, who 
has been Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton’s MP since 1997. 

At the last general elec¬ 
tion in 2010, the Liberal 
Democrat retained his seat 
comfortably, beating sec¬ 
ond-placed Conservative 
candidate Helen Whately 
by more than 7,500 votes. 

Labour’s candidate Max 
Freedman finished a 
distant third with 5,337 
votes - 23,000 behind Mr 
Davey. 

The Conservative Party 
is yet to announce its 
candidate.

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Homes could net companies £14m 


Two companies stand to make a combined 
total of more than £14m if an appeal to 
build a £30m floating homes scheme on the 
Surbiton filter beds is successful. 

Developers Cascina and Hydro Proper¬ 
ties could make as much as £10.76m in 
profit if a decision by Kingston Council to 
refuse its 64-home and 92-berth marina de¬ 
velopment is overturned by a planning in¬ 
quiry held last week. 

And if the scheme does go ahead, the 
company has agreed to pay former site 
owners Thames Water at least £3.72m in

“overage” payments, having originally 
paid the company just over £lm for the 
land. 

The figures were revealed in confidential 
viability reports made public shortly be¬ 
fore a five-day hearing into Hydro’s 
scheme began at Surrey County Council’s 
headquarters in Penrhyn Road, Kingston.

permission for the £30m scheme back in 
January, on the grounds it is an inappro¬ 
priate development on protected 
Metropolitan Open Land (MOL). 

The inquiry began on Monday last week, 
with lawyers for Cascina and Hydro, 
Kingston Council and opposition group 
Friends of Seething Wells setting out their 
positions. 

For Hydro, Christopher Katkowski de¬ 
scribed his clients’ project as “a wonder¬ 
ful, valuable and interesting place for the 
public to visit”. 

He said: “The proposals are well thought 
through and will develop a range of tangi¬ 
ble, worthwhile benefits for the communi¬ 
ty. For the first time this site will be open 
to the public.” 

But James Strachan representing 
Kingston Council, said: “The much-vaunt¬ 
ed leading edge technology in making 
these homes ones that can float is not 
unique. The reality is more banal. 

“This site is being used for little more 
than a showcase by a company for a prod¬ 
uct which is not needed or required in this 
MOL location.” 


Simon Tyrrell of Friend of Seething 
Wells went further in his opening state¬ 
ment, calling Hydro’s plans “deliberately 
misleading” and incurring the wrath of 
Mr Katkowski, who branded his com¬ 
ments defamatory. 

The viability reports came to the fore on 
Tuesday last week when Surbiton resident 
Brian Wilson, appearing as a witness for 
the Friends of Seething Wells, questioned 
how the developers could call the project 
an “enabling” scheme beneficial for the 
community when its projected profit was 
so high. 

Speaking after his appearance, Mr Wil¬ 
son told the Kingston Guardian: “I said it 
was either a profit development or an en¬ 
abling development, and that you can’t 
have it both ways.” 

The inquiry, chaired by planning inspec¬ 
tor Leslie Coffey, has heard from several 
witnesses including Kingston and Sur¬ 
biton MP Edward Davey, Kingston Council 
leader Liz Green and Councillor Barry 
O’Mahony. 

It concluded on Friday, with a decision 
expected in January or early February.

Questions 

answered 

• Why is a planning 
inquiry being held? 

Hydro Properties are 
appealing Kingston 
Council’s decision to 
reject its scheme for 
a 64 home, 92 berth 
marina on the filter 
beds. 

• Why did Kingston 
Council turn the 
application down? 

Several reasons in¬ 
cluding the impact 
on heritage, ecology 
and wildlife. But ulti¬ 
mately, because the 
filter beds are desig¬ 
nated Metropolitan 
Open Land (MOL). 

• What is MOL? 

According to the 
London Plan “land 
that contributes to 
the physical struc¬ 
ture of London by 
being clearly distin¬ 
guishable from the 
built-up area”. Also 
land with open-air 
facilities for leisure, 
sport, recreation, 
arts, culture and 
tourism, or feature 
landscapes of his¬ 
toric, conservation or 
habitat interest. It is 
given the same level 
of protection as 
greenbelt, which 
means no develop¬ 
ment except in 
“very special 
circumstances”. 

• Why is Hydro 
appealing? 

Hydro accepts the 
building of housing 
and a restaurant is 
inappropriate, but 
believes the devel¬ 
opment’s other fea¬ 
tures meets the 
“very special circum¬ 
stances” (VSC) test.

Con man jailed for life over Waugh murder 


A con artist has been jailed for 
life for murdering millionaire 
oil executive Carole Waugh, 
whose decomposing body was 
found in a lock-up in New 
Malden last year. He will serve 
at least 27 years. 

Rakesh Bhayani, 41, killed 
the 49-year-old amateur escort 
at her £600,000 London flat, 
after befriending her through 
an online advertisement. 

He and co-defendant 
Nicholas Kutner then squan¬ 
dered virtually all of Miss 
Waugh’s wealth on casinos, al¬ 
cohol and prostitutes. 

Bhayani, of Chamberlayne 
Avenue, Wembley, was convict¬ 
ed on Wednesday last week of 
murder for killing the 49-year- 
old, following a trial at the Old 
Bailey. 

Kutner, 48, of no fixed ad¬ 
dress, was imprisoned for 


seven years after he was ac¬ 
quitted of murder, but convict¬ 
ed of perverting the course of 
justice. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Justin Davies said: “Carole 
Waugh’s murder was the 
senseless killing of a woman 
who put her trust in people she 
thought were her friends. 

“Bhayani clearly had no in¬ 
tention of friendship with Car¬ 
ole and his motivation was 
clearly her money. 

“Bhayani is a confidence 
trickster who murdered her 
with the sole intention of 
stripping her assets and 
the belongings she had 
worked hard for. 

“Both men are com¬ 
pulsive liars who 
have deceived and 
defrauded their 
own families 



friends and acquaintances 
throughout their entire adult 
lives. They went to extreme 
lengths to defraud Carole.” 

Miss Waugh’s decomposed 
body was found by police on 
August 2 last year. 

It had been placed in a 
holdall and hidden in the boot 
of a VW Golf parked in a lock¬ 
up rented by Bhayani in Lime 
Court, New Malden. 

Bhayani had previously 
pleaded guilty to perverting 
the course of justice, and con¬ 
spiracy to commit fraud. 
Kutner had previously 
pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to commit 
fraud. 

A third man, Elie 
Khoury, 40, was 
found not guilty of 
conspiracy to com¬ 
mit fraud.

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‘Racist tweets were not 
from former BNP man’ 


The mother of a former BNP 
election candidate has denied 
he posted racist and homo- 
phobic messages on Twitter. 

A friend claimed David 
Child, who received 23 votes 
in the 2012 Grove byelection, 
was the victim of a “hate 
campaign by lefties”. 

Twitter user @DaveWPWW 
- said to stand for White 
Pride Worldwide posted sev¬ 
eral hate-filled messages to 
its 1,057 followers. 

It branded homosexuality 
a “sick, perverted mental

disorder” and called Muslims 
“smelly muzzies”. 

On July 18, it tweeted: “I re¬ 
ally hate jews, muzzies and 
niggers”. 

The account used to be 
called David Child @BNP_ac- 
tivist during the election, and 
has also been called David 
Child@NF_activist. It was 
deleted after the Kingston 
Guardian contacted it to find 
out who was running it. 


Mr Child declined to speak 
to the Kingston Guardian, 
but his mother Margaret 
said: “It is not David’s 
account.” 

She said: “David is a vulner¬ 
able person with Asperger’s. 
Someone is out to cause him 
trouble. He is so upset about 
all of this.” 

Sarah Taylor, a friend of the 
family, but not a BNP mem¬ 
ber, said Mr Child was being 
distressed by “a hate cam¬ 
paign” against him. 

She said: “His mum 


complained to the police. 
Someone phoned the house 
pretending to be the police.” 

Asked about the tweets, she 
said they were most likely to 
be fake accounts: “I have 
never seen any tweets like 
that. It is not evidence. 

“Most of the time you will 
find it is lefties behind the 
fake Twitter accounts.” 

Asked about the language 
used, she said: “Of course it 
is bad. If it is a lefty I hope 
the police take them down 
and prosecute them.” 


‘Attacked from all sides’ 


David Child is a “soft man, 
who doesn’t have any hate in 
him,” a spokesman for the 
BNP has said. 

Steve Squire, the party’s 
London spokesman, said he 
believed Mr Child was being 
“attacked from all sides” and 
said he found it hard to believe 
the New Malden resident 
was behind the racist Dave 


British Twitter account. 

Mr Squire also confirmed Mr 
Child had left the BNP shortly 
after standing in the Grove 
ward byelection to join the Na¬ 
tional Front. 

Mr Squire said: “From what I 
know of Dave Child there isn’t 
any hate in him at all. 

“He suffers from this illness 
[Asperger’s] and he isn’t 


capable of hate or violence. 

“He was a member, but said 
we weren’t a racial national 
party and he went to the Na¬ 
tional Front. 

“I find it hard to believe he 
wrote it. He’s a big, soft man. It 
could be somebody out to get 
him. 

“It seems he’s being at¬ 
tacked from all sides.”

Church provides new 
refuge for homeless 


An all-year-round shelter 
for homeless people has 
been opened in Kingston - 
and the founders have 
promised it is only the 
beginning. 

About 150 guests visited 
St Peter’s Church in Nor- 
biton last Saturday to see 
the unveiling of the new 
transitional night shelter, 
built inside the old church 
hall. 

The facility offers dormi¬ 
tory accommodation for up 
to 14 people a night, and in¬ 
cludes shower facilities, a 
kitchen and lounge space. 

It is part of an ambitious 
plan to create a £2m perma¬ 
nent night shelter with 14 
private bedrooms and a 
new headquarters for 
Kingston Churches Action 
on Homelessness. 

Peter Holmes, vicar of St 
Peter’s and one of the driv¬ 
ing forces behind the pro¬ 
ject, said he hoped the 
opening of a transitional 
shelter would convince 
charitable organisations to 
help fund the remainder of 
the scheme. 

He said: “We had raised 
about £250,000, but a lot of 
trusts and grant organisers 
wanted to see us reach 
£500,000 for a project of 
this scale before they would 
consider funding us. 

“They seemed to be 


saying: ‘When are we going 
to see this actually get 
built?’ So we thought if we 
couldn’t get the Rolls-Royce 
right now we could get 
something set up to start 
helping people straight 
away. For a fairly small in¬ 
vestment we can begin the 
process. 

“It’s a shared space but 
it’s a lot better than sleep¬ 
ing on the streets. 

“With the transitional 
night shelter, a marker has 
been put down. Hopefully 
now businesses and chari¬ 
ties will see we are serious 
- we have proof.” 

Fundraiser Simon Jones, 
a 53-year-old operations 
manager for a shipping bro¬ 
ker and member of Em¬ 
manuel Church, Tolworth, 
praised Mr Homes for his 
work in getting the shelter 
opened. 

He said: “I wasn’t expect¬ 
ing it to be done to be hon¬ 
est. We thought it was a 
long way to go to get £2m. 

“I think we have got about 
£230,000 and they have got 
on with it.” 

The celebrations contin¬ 
ued this week when staff 
from John Lewis Kingston 
served up a Christmas meal 
for 40 homeless people, to 
mark both the start of the 
festive season and the open¬ 
ing of the shelter.

Councillor Green described 
the Rose Theatre as “a jewel 
in the crown of Kingston 
town centre”. 

I wonder how many resi¬ 
dents of the borough realise 
how much that jewel is 
costing. 

Each year, from our coun¬ 
cil tax, £600,000 is pumped 
into the running, and the 
university adds another 
£300,000. 

The Kingston Guardian in 
the past highlighted the fact 
that only twice had the the¬ 
atre made a profit - the sec¬ 
ond time only because of the 
funding. 

Right from the start, the 
theatre has been a financial 
burden - because of a design 
error, the seating had to be 
changed to meet health and 
safety standards. 

This financial dinosaur 
has not added to the wealth 
of the borough, that only 
budgets for 40 roads and 20 


pavements to be renewed 
yearly and, in the event of 
snow, despite residents pay¬ 
ing for the service, only the 
main roads would be cleared. 

One does get the feeling 
that the council needs to 
look at the way it spends our 
money and provides 
services. 

The theatre certainly 
needs a drastic shake-up to 
get it to run efficiently and if 
that happened all of the pot¬ 
holes in our roads might be 
rectified. 

Neither the theatre, the 
council, nor the Guildhall 
are jewels of true worth - 
just very costly items.

The show the Rose is stag¬ 
ing in December and Jan¬ 
uary, The Snow Gorilla, is 
about a 1930s Spanish circus. 

With credit to the St James 
Church Amateur Players, 
they are performing Aladdin 
for a one-night only charity 
performance later in 
January. 

Is this really what families 
want for their money every 
Christmas time? 

The Rose management may 
well say: “Oh yes, it is.” 

I say: “Oh no, it isn’t.”

council is unable or unwilling 
to honour its self-imposed re¬ 
quirement to maintain and 
enhance the “special charac¬ 
ter” of this part of Park Road. 

The board that designates 
the area as a conservation 
area is broken and empty, 
properties are having exter¬ 
nal work done that falls out¬ 
side the requirements for a 
conservation area and the 
public spaces are ugly, unkept 
and lacking in investment by 
the council.

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I f the flashy world of Formula 1 
leaves you cold, the simpler thrills 
of stock car racing might get your 
motor running, writes Chris Baynes. 

An import from the USA in the 
1950s, the sport sees mostly recycled, 
customised cars - from touring cars to 
banger vans to everyday hatchbacks - 
hurtle around greyhound and speed¬ 
way circuits. 

While much less glamorous than 
limelight-hogging motorsport behe¬ 
moths such as Formula 1 and Moto 
GP, stock car racing has a cult follow¬ 
ing of fans who turn out weekly to 
watch battle-scarred chariots flung 
around the track by drivers who all 
race in their spare time. 

It is that lack of pretension that 


draws spectators to the sport, 
according to motorsport journalist 
and lifelong stock car racing fan 
Michael Burnage. 

He says: “When I came to the sport I 
realised it was like the best kept 
secret. 

“With stock cars, drivers are ap¬ 
proachable and you even see them 
helping each other. In this day and 
age, when everyone is out for them¬ 
selves and everything is so harsh, 
there is an innocence to it and there 
is a comradeship between the drivers 
that maybe you don't get in other 
sports where money has taken over.” 

Stock car driver Gavin Botfield, 36, 
believes the variety of the sport also 
appeals to fans. 


He says: “There are loads of differ¬ 
ent types of racing, from no contact to 
close racing to banger racing, which 
are completely different. 

“It is obviously very different from 
Formula 1 but you have still got to be 
quite skilful. A lot of time goes into it 
but the buzz going out on to the track 
is like nothing else.” 

Botfield works for the aptly-named 
Spedeworth Motorsports, one of the 
UK’s biggest stock car promoters 
which holds races at Wimbledon 
Stadium and seven other venues. 

He says: “For anyone who has never 
been to racing before and is half inter¬ 
ested, Micro Madness on December 8 
at Wimbledon will be brilliant. 

“We’ve got 150 cars competing and

Weeding out time wasters 

Sealed bids used to 
find serious buyers 


Some sellers are now asking 
for sealed bids in order to get 
the best price for their proper¬ 
ty from serious buyers with 
the necessary paperwork in 
place. 

That’s according to the Na¬ 
tional Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA) which is giv¬ 
ing inside-tips to would-be 
buyers unfamiliar with the 
process. 

Jan Hytch, president of the 
NAEA, said: “Sealed bids are 
often used when interest in a 
property is high, and it is like¬ 
ly that more than one party 
could and would wish to pur¬ 
chase. 

“There are a few inside tips 
we suggest to support those 
considering buying by this 
process. 

“Buyers often think that if 
the property goes to sealed 
bids, the highest bidder will 
win, but inviting bids doesn’t 
mean the highest offer always

secures the property. 

“The process involves as¬ 
sessing all the information 
available to find the buyer 
that has demonstrated the 
strongest and most reassur¬ 
ing ability to proceed and 
complete a sale without any 
trouble. In order to have the 
best chance of succeeding in 
this situation, buyers will 
need to be well prepared in 
advance with their finances 
and paperwork all in order.” 

The NAEA offers some 
sound advice on how to make 
a sealed bid. 

Sell yourself 

You need to be open about 
your situation and ability to 
purchase, and present your 
offer demonstrating your 
commitment and ability to ex¬ 
change quickly. 


Your bid will not only be 
considered on the amount of 
the bid, but on how likely it is 
that you will complete with¬ 
out any problems. 

Including a list of things 
that you already have in place 
such as a reputable solicitor 
or conveyancer, a mortgage- 
in-principle letter from your 
lender, and a surveyor on 
standby, will all demonstrate 
how serious you are in secur¬ 
ing the property. This can 
make your bid more attrac¬ 
tive, even if it isn’t the high¬ 
est. 

Avoid round numbers 

To avoid ending up making 
the same bid as someone else, 
try using unusual numbers 
like £200,103 instead of 
£200,000. This can sometimes 
make the difference between 
a successful bid and a tied sit¬ 
uation which will delay the 
sales process further. 



Ask for information 

It makes sense to get as 
much information as possible 
from the agent in order to as¬ 
sess how likely it is that your 
bid will be successful. 

Agents may not be able to 
discuss the other bids but 
they can give an indication of 
how many bidders there are 
and even the strength of other 
bidders. 

If you don’t ask you don’t 
get, so don’t be frightened to 
ask. 


Don’t get carried away 

Only bid the amount you 
can afford and are comfort¬ 
able paying for the property, 
rather than the price you 
think you will need to pay to 
secure the property. 

Offering a price you cannot 
afford will only result in a 
sale that is unlikely to go 
through, or one that you 
might regret.

Motorists are being 
duped, says AA car 


'Ghost' car insurance 
brokers have become a 
spectre that is thought to 
cost the insurance industry 
tens of millions of pounds 
every year, leaving 
thousands of drivers 
without cover. 

AA car insurance says 
that its own fraud team 
blocks up to a dozen 
attempts to obtain car 
insurance by suspected 
'ghost brokers' - criminals 
who sell 'cheap' fraudulent 
car insurance policies - 
every day. 

AA Insurance has 
welcomed a new industry 
initiative to raise public 


awareness of the 
phenomenon, including an 
animated video warning 
motorists, especially young 
drivers, about being ripped 
off by fraudsters selling 
fake car insurance. 

Ghost brokers tend to be 
IT literate and understand 
the insurance industry 
well. 

Their scams are 
sophisticated and can be 
difficult to identify but 
insurers, including the AA, 
are making significant 
strides to stop them. 

No one knows how many 
policies that appear 
legitimate are ghosted. 


When they do come to 
light, the 'broker' will have 
disappeared into thin air 
while their customers are 
left with insurance cover 
that is no more than an 
apparition. 

Ghost brokers typically 
advertise cheap, no¬ 
quibble insurance on social 
websites or forums where 
particular groups are 
targeted - hard-up 
students, drivers with 
convictions, drivers newly 
arrived from overseas or 
ethnic groups for whom 
English isn't the first 
language. 

Policies are typically 


insurance 


bought by ghost brokers 
from legitimate providers 
but with altered details 
and false contact 
information for the 
customer. 

They may be paid for 
using false or stolen credit 
or debit cards, sometimes 
issued by overseas banks, 
while the buyer may be 
asked to pay cash. 

AA Insurance said that 
the industry'ghost busters' 
are getting better at 
identifying criminals but 
the challenge is stopping 
the ghost brokers before 
the transactions are 
completed.

The stadium is due to host 
the tournament’s opening 
game and will become home to 
south American giants 
Corinthians Paulista, who 
have strong links to the King 
George’s Field club, when the 
competition finishes.
